The ADDRESS of the Commiſſioners to 
the general Covention of the ROYAL 
BURROUGHS of this ancient King- 
dom, convened the 29th. of October 
laſt, upon the great Concern of the 
Uniaa 8 detwirt A and 
England, concerting ſuch Men- 
ſures, as ſhould be eftee:n'd proper for 
them to take, ' with Relation to their 
TRADE, and other Concerns, 
 HUMBLY SHEWBTH, 
6 HAT as by the Claim of Right, it is 
1 the Priviledge of all SubxRs to 
« petition; ſo at this Time, being 2 
« im- 
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« jmpowerd by our Conſtituemsy and 
* —— the Senriments of the People, 
« We repreſent : It is our indiſpenſible 
« Duty to ſignife to your Grace, and the 
« Honourable Eſtates of Parliament; That 
& a5 We are not againſt an Honourable and 
e Safe Union with England, conſiſting with 
«© the Being of this Kingdom, and Parlie- 
« ments thercof: Without which, We cun- 
« ceive neither our Religion, nor our Civil 
« Intereſts and Trade, as We now, by Lew, 
« enjoy them, can be ſecured to us and oue 
« poſterity, far leſs can we expect to have 
« the Condition of the People of Scotland, 
« with Relation to theſe great Concerns, 
% made better and improved, without 3 
« Scors Partment. | 
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« And ſceifig by the Articles of Union, 


« now under the Conſideration of the Ho- 
„ nourable Eſtates of Parliament, it is 
« agreed, that Scotland and England ſhall 
« be united into one Kingdom, and that 
© the united Kingdoms be united by one 
« and the ſame Parliament; by which, 6ur 
« Monarehy is ſuppreſs'd, our Parliaments 
* extinguiſhed ; and in Conſe quence, our 
% Religion, Church-Government, Claim of 


« Right, Laws, Liberties, Trade, and all 


4% that is dear to us, daily in Danger of be- 
« ing encroach'd upon, alter'd, and wholly 
« ſubverted by the Englifh in a Britiſh Par- 
% Jjament, Where in the mean Repreſen- 
« tation allowed for Scotland, can never 
« fignifie in ſecuring to VS the Intereſt re- 
« ſerved by VS, or granted to VS by the 
« ENGLISH. 

« And by theſe Articles, our poor Peo- 
« ple are made liable to the Engliſh Taxes, 
© Which is a certaio, inſupporiable Bur- 
then; conſidering, that the Trade pro- 
« poſed is uncertain, involved, and wholly 
« precarious: Eſpecially when regulate as 
« to Export and Import according to the 
« Laws of England, and under the ſame 
« probibitions and Reftriftions, Cuſtoms 
« and Duties. And diſcovering, that the 
„ moſt conliderable Branches of our Trade 
& are differing from thoſe of England, .and 
« are, and may be yet more dilcourag d 
« by their Laws ; and that all the Concerns 
« of Trade and our Intereſt, are, after the 
« Union, ſubjet to ſuch Alterations, as 
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« the Parliament of Gren Bra ſhatl 
« think fic. 


W E therefore ſupplicate Grace, 
and the Honourable Eft ates of Par- 
liemem ; and do iſſurelly expe8, tha re 
wil! not conclude ſuch an incorporate U- 
nion, 48 is contained in the Articles pro- 
poſed : But that Te will ſupport and main- 
tain the true Reform'd Proteflant Re- 
ligion ad Church-Goverament, as by 
Law eſtabliſhed, The Sovereignty and 
Independency of this Crown and King- 
dom, end the Rights and Privileges 0 
Parliament, which bas been generouſly 
ferred TU in ibe .
